Adlai E. Stevenson said tonight 
the Democratic platform should 
“express unequivocal approval” 
of the Supreme Court’s decision 
against public school segrega- 
tion. 

It was Stevenson's strongest 


statement on the most contro- | 


versial issue building up for 


next week’s Democratic national 
convention. 

Stevenson, the leading con- 
tender for his party’s presiden- 
tial nomination, previously had 
said he thought it wam unneces- 
sary for the platform to men- 
tion the High Court’s ruling, 
although he added his belief 


that such a reference was in-'| 


evitable. 

Stevenson was asked during 
a television interview about his 
views on a civil rights plank. 
He replied: 

“I have a very strong feeling 
that the platform should ex- 
press unequivocal approval of 
the Court’s decision, although 
it seems odd that you should 
have to express your approval 
of the Constitution and its in- 
stitutions.” 

Harriman Criticism. 

On this one prime topic, at 
least, Stevenson’s statement 
served to pull the rug from 
under the contention of Gov. 
Averell Harriman of New York 
that Stevenson is too much of 
a political moderate.

Harriman Claims Boosted. 

Backers of Harriman boosted 
their first-ballot claims to 346 
votes. and issued their own 
state-by-state tabulation in sup- 
port of this figure. | 

These two sets of delegate | 
claims, often conflicting or | 
overlapping in given states, be- 
cause available as the vanguard | 
of Democratic delegates began | 
a week of pre-convention work 
on the 1956 platform and other 
party problems. 

The clear confidence of Stev- 
enson’s headquarters that he 
has the nomination in the bag 
was shared in many quarters, 
and disputed largely only in 
the offices of men se®king to 
nominate Harriman.

Within Wa state, Burmese in- 
telligence has now located 10 
Chinese strong points. Four of 
them are just on the Burmese 
side of the border. The other 
six are well inside what Burma 
considers to be its territory. 
One outpost is 30 miles inside 
Wa state. 

The two forces are only a 
few hundred yards apart. 

At these strong points, 1400 
Chinese soldiers thus far have 
been counted. It was believed 
that the Chinese soldiers in Wa 
state outnumber the Burmese 
troops in that area. 

The Chinese Communist 
troops are equipped with small 
arms including light machine 
guns. However, according to 
intelligence reports, they lack 
mortars or artillery pieces. 

The Communist troops are 
strongly entrenched, Army 
sources say. Their outposts in- 
clude bunkers and dug-in posi- 
tions. There are permanent 
buildings as well, in many cases 
of brick, to house the troops. 

Troop units so far have not 
been identified but the soldiers 
definitely are from the Chinese 
regular army. They wear Peo- 
ple’s Liberation Army uniforms 
with the regular army insignia. 

The Chinese force inside the 
Burmese border has a good 
communications net. Both wire- 
less and telephone are used to 
keep contact with higher head- 
quarters in Kunming in south-

More than 20 firemen were 
affected by fumes and two the- 


ater engineers were injured in 


an explosion of a compressor in

Theater Monday. Ten firemen 
were treated at city hospitals, 
following emergency treatment 
at the scene. 

An audience of about 900 
persons left the theater, at 527 
North Grand boulevard, quietly 
after being startled_by the blast, 
which occurred in the engine 
room underneath the main 
The theater, which re- 


‘sumed operations at noon Tues- 


day, was cleared in about five 
minutes. No one in the audience 
was affected by fumes. Traffic 
in Grand, Lindell and Washing- 
ton boulevards was snarled. 

Heber L. Rowan, 1714 Texas 
avenue, and Edward Niger, 3721 
French avenue, engineers, were 
working in the engine room 
when a port in one of four com 
pressors in the cooling system 
blew out with a loud blast. 

Rowan, struck by hurtling 
metal, suffered a compound 
fracture of the left arm and a 
contusion over the right eye. 
He suffered severe loss of blood 
from the arm wound until As- 
sistant Deputy Fire Chief Rob- 
ert Olsen, stopped the flow with 
atourniquet fashioned from 
his necktie. 

Niger attempted to close 
valves in the cooling system, 
but both he and Rowan were 
overcome by carbon dioxide 
gas escaping from the system.

EDUCATION CALLED BEST 
WEAPON FOR ALCOHOLISM 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (UP) 
—Dr. Andrew C, Ivy, head of 
the department of clinical sci- 
| ences of the University of Illi- 
nois, says the nation’s “teach- 
ers and preachers” are better 
able to wipe out alcoholism 
than doctors. 

He told the Institute of Sci- 
entific Studies for Prevention 
of Alcoholism last night: 

“No medical formula will 
ever effectively prevent this 
self-inflicted disease. Dninkers 
and potential drinkers must be 
educated to avoid the problem. 
There is no real cure.” 

Dr. Ivy called alcoholism the 
nation’s number four public 
health problem and said it is 
the only one that is “100 per 
cent preventable.” 

“The only known absolute 
and scientific prevention is 
total abstinence,” he added.

“This situation needs also to 
be remedied by a new spirit 
for which I earnestly appeal.” 

Urging the Russians to ac- 
cept his proposal for aeria] in- 
spection by both sides, Mr 
Eisenhower noted the Soviets 
have turned the plan down on 
the ground it would be “an in- 
telligence operation.” 

The President said he pro- 
posed that both sides inspect 
possible military buildups over 
each other's territory and ex- 
change military information in 
order to make certain “neither 
of us is preparing a sudden mas- 
sive attack against the other.” 


Urges Progress. 

“Surely that kind of Intelli- 
gence is desirable and neces- 
sary,” the President said, “and 
in the interests of peace and in- 
ternational confidence. Can we 
not make progress on this?” 

In an earlier letter of March 
1, Mr. Eisenhower had proposed 
a freeze by both sides of stock- 
piles of atomic weapons.

OUTLOOK ‘VERY GOOD’ 


Yield to Top Bale an Acre 
in Some Fields — Corn, 
Soybeans ‘Excellent.’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Aug. 7~— 
Cotton prospects in Missouri 
were termed “very good” today 
by the weekly crop bulletin of 
Bureau and the 
Agricultural Marketing Service. 

The bulletin said most South- 
east Missouri growers are ex- 
pecting to harvest more than a 
bale per acre. Picking is ex- 
pected to begin about Aug. 20, 
the bulletin said. 


The crop report listed corn 
and soybean conditions as ‘“‘ex- 
cellent.”” The condition of the 
corn crop is 13 points higher 
than on this date a year ago. 

Farmers are expecting above 
average corn yields in all sec- 
tions of the state, the bulletin 
said. 

The northwestern section of

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PATTON ORGES 
DOUBLED INCOME 


FOR FARMERS 


Wants Democratic Plat- 
form to Include 3- 
Way Program to In- 


crease Earnings. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 7 (AP)—The 
National Farmers Union today 
urged Democratic National 
Convention platform drafters to 
indorse a farm plan aimed at 
giving farmers twice as much 
income as they have been earn- 
ing. 

James G. Patton, Farmers 
Union president, said the plan, 
once in full operation, would 
give farm operators an average 
net yearly income of $5000 in 
terms of 1955 dollars. This 
compares with last year’s aver- 
age of $2200. 

Patton set forth his views in 
testimony prepared for the sec- 
ond day of platform committee 
hearings. 

He said his doubled farm in- 
come goal could be achieved 
through a three-way combina- 
tion of Government measures. 
One would be broadened pro- 
grams to step up domestic 
consumption of farm products 
through food stamp and related 
programs. 

Another would be high-level, 
instead of sliding scale, farm 
price supports. A third would 

use of Government pay- 
ments to supplement farm mar- 
ket receipts when these fell be- 
low a desired level. 
Critical of G.O.P. 

The Farmers Union has long 
been a supporter of farm poli- 
cies espoused by the Demo- 
cratic party and a critic of Re- 
publican programs. One of its 
officials is Charles F. Brannan, 
Secretary of Agriculture under 
President Truman, and author 
of a controversial farm plan 
which advocated use of Govern- 
‘ment subsidies to augment farm 
income. 

Patton said the cost of his 
program to the Treasury would 
not be large if the Government 
followed measures to assure 


full industrial employment, took’ 
steps to boost domestic con- | 


sumption and exports of farm 
commodities and employed 
farm production .control meas- 
ures when surpluses threatened. 

In advocating such a pro- 
gram, Patton found himself at 
odds with a fellow farm organ- 
ization president, Charles B. 
Shuman of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, 

‘Legislated Economy.’ 

Patton said, “We live in a 
legislated economy” and that 
farmers should accept it. Sru- 
man, en the other hand, plead- 
ed yesterday for programs that 
would minimize Government 
intervention in  agri¢ulture. 
Shuman particularly wants to 
avoid price-fixing measures and 
subsidies. 

Patton left no doubt but that 
he leans toward the Democrats. 
Shuman firmly denied, in 
answer to a delegate’s query, 
that his organization represents 
ZZbig Republican farmers” or 
that it indorses all the policies 
of the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion. 

Patton described the farm 
Outlook as “dim” because of 
what he said is the prospect of 
further declines in agricultural 
incomes. 

Shuman, in presenting his 
group's views, said the farm 
picture is improving. He said 
that for the first time since 
1951 farm income is rising. 


Other Differences. 


The platform committee '| 


heard other disagreements 
among farm leaders. Shuman 
said the position of the dairy 
industry has improved con- 
siderably since the Eisenhower 
Administration lowered price 
supports for dairy products. He 
said consumption has gone ‘up 
and dairymen have disposed of 
many low-producing cows. 

But Patrick B. Healy, assist- 
ant secretary of the National 
Milk Produces Federation, said 
Shuman was in error. , Healy 
denied that consumption had 
gone up and said. dairymen have 
kept inefficient cows in an ef- 
fort to step up the volume of 
their milk production to oftset 
price declines. 

Healy urged the Democrats 
to indorse a plan his organiza- 
tion has developed to shift 


stabilization of prices 
from the Government to the 
dairy industry itself. 

Warmly Received. 


Patton lashed out at what he 
called “broken promises” of the 
Eisenhower Administration. He 
received a warm reception from 
the committee.

Ernest J. Sauber has been fired 
as district director of internal 
revenue. 

Sauber, suspended last March, 
has been under investigation by 
a United States grand jury. 

His dismissal was announced 
yesterday by Delferd Alsen, dis- 
trict commissioner of the In- 
ternal Revenue Service. 

Sauber was replaced today by 
H. Allan Long, special assistant 
in the appellate division of the 
revenue service in New York. 

The grand jury investigation 
of Sauber’s conduct began last 
April in connection with testi- 
mony he gave at a hearing in 
an income tax evasion case 
against the Shotwell Manufac- 
turing Co. in 1953. 

The company, now defunct, 
was convicted, but the United 
States Court of Appeals upset 


the conviction on the basis of | 


Sauber’s testimony. 

Sauber testified that the firm 
{n 1947 made a voluntary dis- 
closure of its dealings, thereby 
invalidating prosecution. 

Sauber’s attorney, Robert M. 
Scott, told reporters in Wash- 
ington yesterday that he would 
appeal Sauber’s dismissal to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Scott said the charges against 
Sauber were “just a matter of 


judgment, on some personal | 
business.” but he did not 
elaborate. 


Sauber was a veteran of 20 
years with the Internal Revenue 
Service. He was appointed dis- 
trict director, in charge of the 
26 northern Illinois counties, 
in May 1952.

CHICAGO, Aug. 7 (AP) —| 


Adlai E. Stevenson has told 
Democrats they can win the 
presidency this year by putting 
the Republican administration 
thoroughly on the defensive in 
a fighting campaign. 

Stevenson, confident of win- 
ning the Democratic presiden- 
tial nomination at next week’s 
party convention here, outlined 
to a group of 150 supporters 
last night what he called “sound 
reasons” why he believes he 
can beat President Eisenhower 
in November. 

Summed up today by those 
who heard him address a pri- 
vate $250-a-plate fund-raising 
dinner, Stevenson's main points 
were these: 

Although Mr. Eisenhower 
is undeniably a popular man, 
voters are growing more and 

more aware he is not a strong 
President. 


Even before Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s heart attack, there 
was a feeling —which has 
grown since—that he is only 
a “part time President.” 

For the first time in 20 
years: the Democrats can 
take the offensive in a presi- 
dential campaign. Four years 
of the Republican Adminis- 
tration have given them 
plenty of ammunition. They 
do not face, as they did in 
1952, the demand for a 
change in rule which had 
lasted for 20 years. 


The polls do not reflect 
true Democratic strength, as 
measured by gains since 1952 
in city elections, governor- 
ships and memberships in 
state legislatures. 

There is a “deep and 
marked disaffection” among 
farmers who ordinarily would 
vote Republican. 


The Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration is vulnerable in the 
foreign field because it has 
followed a policy of drift at a 
time ‘of great revolutionary 
change in the world. 


Stevenson was reported to | 


have outlined his views on No- 
vember prospects with the air 
of a man so confident of get- 
ting his party’s nomination he 
already is giving extensive 
thought.to a possible vice presi- 
dential running mate. 

With this in mind, Stevenson 
is looking ahead still further 
to January. He has told friends 
he is more interested in getting 
a running mate who will make 
a top-notch vice president than 
in satisfying the usual require- 
ments of geography and voter 
appeal. 

Stevenson’s View. 


His view, like that of some | 


Republicans, is that a vice pres- 


idential candidate seldom adds | 


much strength to the ticket. 

What Stevenson wants, he has 
told friends, is a vice president 
who will be the President’s per- 
sonal representative in Con- 
gress—a man who can get along 
with members of Congress anc 
be an effective force for the 
White House legislative pro- 
gram.

Fundamentally a government 
of businessmen, the Eisenhower 
Administration has given these 
ideas a special private enter- 
prise accent. And it has devel- 
oped them further, in response 
to the rapid changes in the 
ec nomic world during the past 
four . ears. 

Ir id-summer of 1952, the 
po - reconstruction of Eu- 
rope hat has been called the 
Marshall plan phase—was Just 
about over. The emphasis in 
United States foreign aid had 
begun to shift to Asia. The | 
Korean war was dragging to an 
end. Stalin was still in the 
saddle, but his days were num- | 
bered. The end of an era was 
approaching. 

New Economic Era. 

In mid-summer of 1956, the 
Eisenhower Administration Is 
well launched into the new 
economic era. Its productivity 
restored, Europe is booming. 
The “dollar gap,” which the 
United States had filled with 
transfusions of economic aid 
since World War Il, is no 
longer a serious problem. ae 

The emphasis in foreign aid | 
has therefo#e shifted from Eu- | 
rope to the underprivileged | 
parts of the world, and espe-— 
cially Asia. Eighty-five per cent 
of all United States economie 
aid now goes to South Asia, the 
Far East and Africa. 

Meanwhile, the Russians— 
perhaps because they, too, have | 
finished their postwar recon- 
struction—have turned their at- | 
tention to the same areas. They 
have challenged the United 
States by launching a combina- 
tion of foreign aid and state- 
directed foreign trade campaign 
in South Asia, the Far East and 
Africa.

The President was au- 
thorized to reduce tariffs over 
a three-year period of five per 
cent a year. On certain types 
of products he was authorized 
to make cuts as high as 50 per 
cent. 

2. Congress passed a customs 
Simplification act establishing 
a single method for calculating 
the value of imports. While this | 
was watered down by the pro- | 
viso that it did not apply when | 
the new method reduced valu- | 
ations more than five per cent, | 
it relieved international traders 
of a troublesome and sometimes | 
expensive burden, In the past |

Since good candidates cannot ap- 
pear upon the ticket in November 
unless they have been nominated in 
August it is evident that the win 
nowing process of voting for the best 
among the various candidates who 
present themselves in the primary 
is of the greatest importance 
It may be difficult for the voter to 
find out which among a group of 
candidates for the same office 1s 
best qualified to fill it. But there 


is no more fundamental obligation 
of citizenship than to make the ef- 
fort to do this 

Study of candidates’ records as pub- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch ‘Voters’ 
Guide” was helpful, as was inquiry 


among civic leaders who had made it 
their business to be informed in this 
respect. 

It must be remembered that the 


state and local officials who will be 
elected in November are chosen in 
August. For this reason the primary 
was the most important election of 
the year.

‘Crime of Imprisonment 
Jo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Rather than face conventional 
¢rime as a socio-medical problem, we 
choose to play the game of cops-and- 
robbers 

“White-collar” and “syndicated of- 
fenders” compound our social hy- 
pocrisy, for they are protected by the 
corrupt side of our social politics, 
and are rarely imprisoned. 

Conventional offenders bear the 
brunt of our community savagery. 
Make no mistake about it, no single 
crime of any of our little “criminals” 
approaches the enormity. of what 
George Bernard Shaw aptly ¢alled, 
“The Crime of Imprisonment.” 

Nor is it necessary to cite the de- 
tails of the recent self-mutilation of 
broken legs or the many prison riots. 

The harsh fact is that by and large, 
prisoners, that is, conventional of- 
fenders, suffer four socio-medical 
disorders: alcoholism, narcotics ad- 
diction, mental retardations, and 
emotional disorders. 

One would think these crime-in- 
citers would be met head-on. On the 
contrary, we either ignore them, or 
offer some salutary gesture, or call 
for more police and “better” prisons. 

Indeed, we do any number of use- 
less things, such as passing laws to 
increase the penalties for the illness. 
The recent Narcotics Act is an ex- 
ample, and I venture to suggest, it 
flagrantly violates the Eighth Amend- 
ment: “ . nor cruel and unusual 
punishment be inflicted.” 

Not until we substitute socio-medi- 
cal measures, and relegate the penal 
approach among our grosser conju- 
rations and superstitions, as chattel 
slavery, and thus to be abolished, 
will we reduce conventional crime 
toa minimum.

Make It the Last One 


This ought to be the last August primary for 
Missouri. If the Legislature which meets at 
Jefferson City next January serves the people 
well, then the primary date will be moved to 
May or June. 

Few Missourians, we think, approve of the 
August primary. In a survey of selected city 
precincts, the League of Women voters found 
that only 34 persons favored the August date 
while 349 opposed it. If that is not sufficient 
evidence, then the low turn-out at the polls, 
August after August, should prove that a 
vacation-time primary date does not work well. 
The Creve Coeur Township Democratic club 
made just this point last week in calling for a 
May primary. 

Why, then, has Missouri clung to August? 
The answer is that too many professional pollf- 
ticlans are for it. They know that a primary 
campaign in hot July preceding a primary vote in 
torrid August follow a calendar of public apathy. 
They anticipate a small vote, which to political 
organizations means a more manageable vote. 
The bosses put their boys “in.” 

That alone is ample argument for ridding 
Missouri of the August primary. The Kentucky 
Legislature advanced that state's primary date 
to May this year, and the Missouri Legislature 
had an opportunity to do so but failed to serve 
the public interest. 

This 1956 primary holds another valuable 
lesson for election reforms. Again, as in the 
past, voters are required to state their party 
preference in order to get a primary ballot. 
It is all very well to argue that no honest citizen 
should object to this. The fact is that many do 
object and for good reason. 

The League of Women voters’ survey found 
that 75 per cent of those responding to its query 
flatly opposed the party preference requirement. 
For here is another weapon of the entrenched 
machine. A statement of party preference can 
open a citizen to pressures or even reprisals 
from the dominant political organization. 

Beyond that, Missouri promises every voter 
a secret ballot. The primary ballot is not secret 
if a voter must state his. party choice. 

That is sufficient reason for adopting the 
blanket ballot now used in Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, Washington and at 
least six other states. Under the blanket ballot, 
a primary voter is given a single ballot without 
questioning. The ballot contains the candi- 
dates of all parties and the voter makes his 
party choice in absolute secrecy. 

Finally, there is a third reform which the 
Legislature might consider. That is a general 
election ballot which lists candidates by offices 
rather than by parties (though party affilia- 
tions are stated). California, Ohio, Massachu- 
setts and 15 other states employ this procedure. 
Such a ballot encourages the voter to make a 
considered choice of the best man for a specific 
office, and discourages the easy party-line vote. 

Certainly 1956 at least should mark the end 
of the dog-days primary and the unsecret pri- 
mary. Assuming that the next Missouri Legis- 
lature wishes to improve the workings of 
representative democracy, it will advance the 
primary date and provide for a blanket ballot. 
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Illinois Seandals Still Unfolding 


The financial scandals in Illinois have now 
touched the Democratic party, including its 
e for Governor in the coming election, 
ert C.. Paschen,. Cook county Treasurer. 
e connection with Mr. Paschen is not direct, 
ut through an aid, John W. F. Smith, who has 
en discharged: 
ith was an @mploye of former Democratic 
enjamin O. Copper of East St. Louis, 
predecessor to ex-Auditor Orville E. Hodge of 
Granite City, now under 100 indictments in fed- 
eral and state courts. Last week it developed 
that Smith had handled funds of closed banks 
when Cooper was Auditor. The Chicago Sun- 
Times elaims that close to $100,000 was lost to 
the state while Smith was handling the funds. 

Nominee Paschen’s indirect connection is 
through the fact that Smith was on his staff in 
the Cook ‘county Treastrer’s office where Smith 
collected funds for a so-called “employes’ .asso- 
ciation.” According to the Sun-Times, banks 
holding Cook county deposits were solicited 
for contributions for the “flower fund.” 

Whatever the facts may be in this new aspect 
of the developing situation, they too ought to be 
brought out fully. Meantime Albert E. Jenner 
Jr., special Asssistant Attorney General of Illi- 
nois, says an investigation is under way to see 
if Illinois can recover funds not accounted for 
by Smith in the Cooper tenure in the Auditor’s 
office. Previously a check was being made with 
respect to recovery of the $1,000,000 and more 
in tax funds looted from the Illinois treasury in 
the Hodge operations through fake warrants. 

Few things are plainer in the history of Ame?- 
ican politics than that corruption is bipartisan. 
Neither” party has a corner on virtue. Neither 
party is all black. But each should be held to 
strict account for the misdeeds and faithlessness 
of its officeholders whoever and wherever they 
are. No subsequent disclosures should distract 
attention from the $1,000,000 scandals that have 
shocked all who have learned about them. — 
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A Promise Without Meaning 

One promise which may be judged before any 
effort at fulfillment is that of electoral reforms 
in Red-dominated East Germany. The pledge 
was made by Walter Ulbricht, Communist leader, 
in still another speech seeking te calm the re- 
percussions of Moscow's downgrading of Stalin. 
Ulbricht admitted that the party could make 
mistakes and therefore promised changes in the 
election laws. 

But these will add up to less than a row of 
East German potatoes unless they sanction op- 
position candidates. Ulbricht's talk of a strength- 
ened, united party obviously means that the 
East German Communists have no thought of 
committing suicide at the polls. And the sanc- 
tion of opponents would mean just that. 

e Communists command only minority sup- 
port in East Germany. That was indicated by 
their ability to poll only 20 per cent of the 
Berljn vote, their claimed stronghold, in the Big 
Four elections of 1945. The next year they 
proposed the merger of the Social Democrats, 
the real majority. in East Germany, with their 
party. In West Berlin this was rejected 19,529 
to 2937. In the Red zone of Germany it was 
carried through by mere proclamation. There- 
after only candidates of the so-called Socialist 
Unity ,party were listed. Two years ago the 
Communist press claimed the support of 95.46 
of the electorate for this monolithic organization. 
Hitler claimed even bigger triumphs in his 
“Ja” elections. 

‘While the Communists may have gained some 
adherents in East Germany through sheer pres- 
sure and despair, the grievances of the popula- 
tion against the regime also have increased. The 
sad state of East Germany compared with the 
West German boom hardly is a winning cam- 
paign argument. Nor did the East Berlin rising 
—or the more recent outbreak in Poland—indi- 


y 


cate loyalty to Communist leadership. What- 
ever changes Ulbricht and his associates may in- 


troduce, these will be meaningless so long as. 


they stop short of genuine free elections. And 
that test the Communists dare not face honestly. 
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Criminal Justice for Sale? 
Disclosures by the Post-Dispatch of a ring 
that has reportedly sought to influence the ad- 
ministration of criminal justice in St. Louis have 
already brought results. These include the 

following: 

Convening of the St. Louis Board of Police 
Commissioners in three extraordinary ses- 
sions, for a prompt investigation of the situ- 
ation in all its ramifications. 

Susyvension of six police officers by the 
Police Board, pending completion by the 
board of its investigation of the charges. 

Removal of Alvin Crouppen and three 
of his associates as bondsmen qualified to 
sign bail bonds required in police cases. 

Request by Mayor Tucker for the re- 
corded conversations from more than 20 ° 
reels in order to assist him in deciding 
about any individual under his jurisdiction. 


Those who are investigating the leads now 
developed expect the inquiry to go beyond its 
present outline. Other bondsmen, for example, 
may be stricken from the qualified list. If any 
other city employes are related to the distribu- 
tion of favors they will also come into official 
disfavor while the investigation proceeds. 

Police Board President Long takes a reason- 
able position when he says that no formal 
charges will be made against the suspended 
police officers at this time. Although suspected 
of doing favors for bondsmen in return for 
gratuities, the police are innocent until proved 
guilty. It will be time enough for the Police 
Board to file charges if its completed investiga- 
tion shows the officers to have been working in 
private for those who were willing to share 
their profits in the lucrative bond business. 

The Police Department has been a pride of 
St. Louis down ‘through the years. It can con- 
tinue to be a city pride only if it is kept free 
of improper connections and influences. Bar 
groups and other civic organizations will do 
well to direct a sharp eye on the ugly situation 
that is being uncovered. 
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Return to Burning Tree 

President Eisenhower played golf last week- 
end for the first time since his ileitis operation 
June 9. There had been a fistful of signs that 
he had begun to feel the old urge. He had 
been putting and chipping at his Gettysburg 
farm and on the south grounds of the White 
House of late. And once or twice he is believed 
to have belted full-fledged wood shots. 

But practice quickly become boring and, 
besides, it is not the real thing. Ask any divot- 
digger. And so, accompanied by his son, John, 
Golfer Eisenhower quietly drove out to Burning 
Tree in nearby Maryland and went four holes. 
Afterwards he said he felt “fine.” It may not 
be long before he will be playing the full 18 
again. 

In any event, four holes are four holes, and 
everyone will be pleased that the President 
felt up to it. He probably enjoyed that abbre- 
viated tour just as much as if he had spent the 
whole day on the course. And anyway, why 
stick to the arbitrary rule that 18 holes make a 
round? In the early 1800s at Leith in Scotland, 
then the recognized capital of the golfing world, 
the whole course measured only five holes. 

So the number of holes the President played 
his first time Out is of secondary importance. 
The big thing is that he played and that he felt 
“fine,” for that implies steady progress toward 
the full recovery all Americans wish for him. 
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One Other Valley 


The Ohio river has not been made crystal 
clear, but the accomplishment in abating pollu- 
tion there during the past eight years presents 
a challenging example of what concerted effort 
can do. An equally good performance on the 
Mississippi would be cause for rejoicing. 

The Ohio River Valley Water Sanitation Com- 
mission was formed in 1948 by eight states. To- 
day, 75 per cent-of the sewered population in 
that valley is served by sewage-treatment plants 
or will be served by plants already under con- 
struction. Communities and industries are joined 
in the undertaking. 

Completing the job will require “many years 
of rigorous effort,” concedes the new chairman 
of the commission, Kenneth M. Lloyd of Youngs- 
town, secretary and legal counsel of the Mahon- 
ing Valley Industrial Council. But at least the 
Ohio Valley is on the way. Pollution is being 
abated rather than becoming worse. That is 
more than we can say here in the Mississippi 
Valley. 
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How Cooper Was Persuaded 

What are the faets about John Sherman Coop- 
er’s decision to resign as ambassador to India 
in order to run for United States Senator front 
Kentucky? 

The question arises because President Eisen- 
hower, at his news conference Wednesday, stated 
that he did not urge Mr. Cooper to take this 
course.

Nixon on Sept.

2. Use frequent 5-minute talks and 
I-minute spots to make a candidate’s 
face and name familiar to the audience. 


3. “Be prepared to spend as much 
money on building up a program 
through advertisements and organiza- 
tion work” as on air time itself. 


Nixon is—albeit inadvertently — an 
expert on building up TV audiences. 
His apologia of Sept. 23, 1952 was 
tuned into an _ estimated 9,163,000 
homes, the highest saturation of the 
entire campaign. 

That was the speech in which the 
vice presidential nominee spoke of his 
wife’s “good Republican cloth coat” and 
the Nixons’ dog Checkers. In an 
action he called “unprecedented in the 
history of American politics” he gave 
his nation-wide audience his “complete 
financial history.” 

+ He made these other points: “Not 
Ohne cent of the $18,000 (private polit- 
ical expense fund) or any other money

of that type ever went to me for my 
personal use.” It was “not a secret 
fund.” And no contributor had “ever 
received any consideration that he 
would not have received as an ordinary 
constituent.” Unlike Senator John J. 
Sparkman (Dem.), Alabama, “my op- 
posite number for the vice presidency 
on the Democratic ticket,” Nixon had 
never had his wife on his government 
office payroll. 


“Not one” of the contributors had 
“ever asked me for a special favor” or 
“to vote on a bill other than as my 
own conscience would dictate.” Nixon 
urged Adlai E. Stevenson and Spark- 
man to “come before the American 
people as I have and make a complete 
financial statement as to their financial 
history.” 


The anti-Nixon New York Post, which 
had broken the political fund story, 
called the telecast a “soap opera.” It 
said Nixon had failed to say whether 
it was “ethical, defensible or desirable” 
for a Senator “to accept an ‘expense 
fund’ from members of wealthy special 
interest groups that have a direct stake 
in the legislative business of the Sen- 
ate.” 

But Gen. Eisenhower wired Nixon, 
“Your presentation was magnificent.” 
When they met at Wheeling; W. Va., 
Sept. 24, Eisenhower threw his arm 
around Nixon and assured him, “You're 
my boy!” 

Nixon's other big broadcast was on 
March 13, 1954, when he was chosen 
by the Eisenhower Administration to 


give an “equal time” answer to an 
attack by Adlai E. Stevenson. Again 
he took the folksy approach: “I want 


to talk to you just as if you were sitting 
across this desk from me. , That is why 
I don’t have a prepared written text.” 

The speech was a full-dress but in- 
formal defense of the Eisenhower 
foreign and military policy, loyalty pro- 
gram, and the President's personal 
leadership. The remark which drew 
the most criticism was: 


/ “Incidentally, in mentioning Secre- 


tary Dulles isn’t. it wonderful, finally, 
to have a Secretary of State who isn’t 
taken in by the Communists, who 
stands up to them?”

Between Book. Ends 


Prospero’s Enchanted Isle 
SHAKESPEARE AND THE TEMPEST, by Francis Neil- 

son (Richard R. Smith, 181 pgs., $3.50.) 

According to Mr. Neilson’'s introduc- 
tory chapter “Shakespeare and The 
Tempest” falls into two sections: “A 
review of the social and constitutional 
changes that were taking place under 
the Tudors and how they molded the 
mind of the man who wrote ‘The Tem- 
pest’, and an analysis of the play itself, 
considering the technical problems of 
staging it in the theater.” 

Actually, this provocative volume 
does not center on these two sections 
so much as it becomes a ramble through 
Shakespeare's world with an enchanted 
enthusiast, a man who has given his 
life, as theatrical producer and mana- 
ger, to the interpretation of Shakes- 
pearean drama. As the book progresses 
attention is focused on “The Tempest,” 
but it is disconcertingly evident that 
the later chapters are not sufficiently 
integrated with the earlier ones. The 
result is a disjointed book. 

The author endeavors to study “The 
Tempest” in terms of its Elizabethan 
background and in the light of Shakes- 
peare’s early years. Thus the reader is 
led into Tudor history, social and con- 
stitutional problems and into the period 
of Shakespeare’s apprenticeship. Un- 
fortunately, Mr. Neilson, perhaps be- 
cause he is so steeped in Shakespearean 
lore, seems unable to direct his atten- 
tion specifically to the issues under ex- 
amination, so that irrelevancies, digres- 
sions, and unrelated observations creep 
into the various chapters. As a result 
the author léses perspective and vitiates 
the very arguments he means to ex- 
pound. 

Also, Mr. Neilson is less than charit- 
able to the academic critics. True, many 
are study bound and often unable to 
see a Shakespearean play as vital, liv- 
ing drama. But to chide them for being 
shocked at Shakespearean bawdiness 
or to claim that topical allusions are 
frequently overlooked seems highly 
questionable. And failure to make use 
of the distinguished work of such critics 
as Granville-Barker (who did so much 
to bring Shakespeare out of the study), 
Oscar James Campbell (whose re 
searches into melancholy are so vital to 
Shakespearean drama), and the monu- 
mental work of A. C. Bradley on trage- 
dy seems remarkable, For the work of 
these men, to mention only the first 
that come to mind, have an important 
bearing on so much that Mr..Neilson is 
trying to expound. 

Yet “Shakespeare and The Tempest” 
performs a valuable service in that it 
stimulates healthy disagreement, and it 
will quite definitely send many readers 
back to the maples! beauties of Pros- 
pero’s enchanted isle. .. -

The accountants who tote 
their brief cases and ledgers 
around the league with the 
Yankees doubtless have rec- 
ords on earlier losing streaks 
and could determine how long 
it has been since a New York 
team of the Casey Stengle 
dynasty knuckled under six 
times in a row, as the Yanks 
did last week. 

The figures, though, are 
neither important nor especi- 
ally interesting. What does 
waken curiosity is the man- 
ner of the team’s transgres- 
sions. On Saturday, for in- 
stance, a lead of 2 to 0 was 
squandered in the first in- 
ning, another lead of 4 to 2 
was constructed to stand un- 
til the eighth, and then Don 
Larsen walked two batters 
ahead of Al Kaline, whose 
home run did the deed.

What Mad Pursuit. 


ANKEE teams don’t play 
Y basebaii that way. They 

commit errors, of course, 
and they lose games, general- 
ly when their hitters are 
stopped by good pitching or 
when their own pitchers are 
off the beam. Sloppy play, 
careless or stupid play, are 
not characteristic of the 
Yankees and never has been 
from the earliest days of the 
Joe McCarthy administration. 

Because there is no consis- 
tent strength anywhere else 
in the league, the team 
standings have not as yet 
given any cause for alarm or 
ground for hope, depending 
on where you sit. The In- 
dians wore themselves out 
winning three straight from 
New York and dropped three 
in a row to Boston while the 
Yankees were botching things 
up in Detroit.

Maybe contentment § and 
self-esteem induced a slack 
attitude when the team start- 
ed west July 2 with a lead of 
942 games. Perhaps a trace 
of panic followed when the 
slip started to show. Maybe 
they’ve just encountered one 
of those soft spots that de- 
velop occasionally for no ap- 
parent reason and trip the 
best of teams. If Stengel and 
Weiss can’t come up with the 
answer, it won't be discovered 
here.

For the record, Mantle’s 
thirty-seventh home run was 
hit on Aug. 5 in the season’s

HE age of the prima donna has passed, said 
Frances Bible. And that’s just dandy. Tempera- 
ment goes with being an artist but uncontrolled 
temperament is a pain in the neck to one and all. So 
—_ mourn not the prima 

donna. 

Meet, instead, Miss 
Bible, an opera 
singer of the modern 
era, a quiet and gra- 
cious woman who 
works hard at her 
art and covers a lot 
of mileage in the 
process.

special privilege.” 

Prima donna, of course, translated literally, means 
simply the first lady, or the principal female singer 
in an opera or concert. The term, however, has gone 
far afield from opera—tawen on connations applying 
to blow-up types in any line, from paperhanging to 
play-acting.

AT THE SAME TIME, opera has pretty well put 
its foot down on spoiled bratishness—the explosive 
lead of the scenery chewing school these days would 
find himself replaced right fast. 

There are a lot of up-and-comers around to replace 
him with. Serious young singers are getting pro- 
gressively more places to display their wares. Interest 
in opera continues to increase. The United States 
has decided opera is highly enjoyable after all. 

Once the opinion was widespread that opera was a 
rather affected form of highflown artishness and Jiggs 
and his fellow down-to-earth types stayed away in 
impressive hordes. 

Now? 

You'll find opera companies from Waycross to Hous- 
ton. Top talent. Big audiences. Miss Bible, as one 
case in point, flies from city to city, singing at many 
places across the nation. 

Yet, not too long ago, only a handful of the larger 
cities had opera. . 

“Workshops are still springing up,” she said. “The 
young singer has a better chance today than ever. 
It's still a difficult and competitive field, but the op- 
portunity is here.”

MISS BIBLE, a widely known contralto, who a few 
years ago was named one of the nation’s 10 outstand- 
ing young women, grew up in music; did her first 
singing in a church choir.

Make Report Card, Concentrate on Improvement, Turn Housework Into Beauty Exercise

EING a woman, I believe 

in lists. My handbag, my 

pockets, my telephone pad 
~—~all full of lists. 

Often I make a list just for 
myself. Nobody else would 
know what it means, but I do. 

If I were you, the first thing 
I would do to start making my- 
self over is to make a list. 

I think maybe the best thing 
is to start with a report card 
on yourself. For this you have 
to be detached. You cannot 
cheat, or it will de you no good. 

Wait until your husband has 
left for work, the children are 
off to school and you are alone 
in the house. 
in. of 
length mirror and look at your- 
self. Be brave, for this is go- 
ing to be a shock. Stand in 
your normal posture and look 
yourself over from head to toe. 
Ask yourself these questions, 
and answer them honestly: 

Do I have bulges in the 
wrong places? Is my flesh firm 
or flabby? Does my abdomen 
sag? Do I have a roll of excess 
flesh around the midriff? Do 
I hold my head eréct and 
shoulders back, or do I slump? 

This is just the first quick 
once-over. Your real work is 
yet to come. Locate and have 
at hand a tape measure, a yard- 


stick or ruler, a pencil and 
paper and your bathroom 
scales. 


First stand flat against a 
wall or door frame—preferably 
a painted surface from which 
you can wash off pencil marks 
easily, In your bare feet, stand 


with your heels, calves, but- | 


tocks, backbone, shoulders, neck 
and head touching the wall. 
Stand as erect as you can, but 
not on tiptoe. Place your ruler 
or yardstick flat on top of your 
head and hold it against the 
wall at this exact point while 
you step out from under, and 
mark the point with a pencil. 
Now measure your height 
against the wall, using the 
yardstick if you have one, the 
tape measure if you don’t. If 
you are like most women, me 
for instance, you will find that 
you are not as tall as you 
thought you were. It is only 
human to idealize ourselves, 
and most of us think of our 
height as it is when we_ are 
wearing heels. 

Let’s suppose you are 5 feet 
5 inches tall. Write this down 
in the correct space on your 
chart. Now stand on the scales 
and weigh yourself. Write this 
down, too. 


+. * 
OW the tape measure goes 
into action. Take careful 
measurements, and don't 
cheat by holding the tape meas- 
ure too tight, so that the flesh 
bulges above and below—or too 
loose, either. Then make note 
of the following measurements. 
Neck, bust, upper arm, wrist, 
waist, abdomen, hips, calf and 
ankle. 
If you are 5 feet 5 inches 
tall, of medium frame, your 
ideal weight is 119 to 127, if 


you are 25 years old or over. . 


If you have a small frame— 
that is, small, delicate bones— 
subtract eight pounds. If you 
have a large, heavy bone struc- 
ture, add eight pounds. 

Ideal measurements for this 
height are as follows: neck, 
12% inches; bust 34% inches; 
upper arm, 1012 inches; wrist, 
6% inches; waist, 24 inches; ab- 
domen, 30 inches; hips, 34 inch- 
es: thigh, 20%2 inches; calf, 
12%4 inches; ankle, 8% inches. 

If you find some changes are 
in order, you have plenty of 
company. It is quite likely that 
you will find you need to take 
off about 10 pounds in weight, 
reduce your waistline a couple 
of inches and probably shave 
down other measurements. That 
is always what happens to me, 
anyway. 

Now, with your clothes on, 
take another good look at your- 
self. Be as critical as you would 
if you were looking at a 
stranger. And if you were a 
stranger, do you look like some- 
body you would like to know? 
Be honest. 

Now comes another list. 
Write down the following head- 
ings on your note pad or piece 


of paper. Make the list down 
the left side of the paper and 
leave room for ents, just 


like a report card: 

Skin: Write in whatever it 
is—clear or muddy, splotchy, 
sallow, smooth or lined, with 
blemishes, blackheads, etc, 

Contour: Is it firm and 
youthful, or have you a double 
chin, bags under the eyes, sag- 
ging cheeks, etc? Write in your 
comments. 

Hair: Is it glossy, smooth, 
normal or dull, faded, gray,

stringy; well styled, cared-for 
or neglected? 

Eyes: Are they clear and 
sparkling or dull, red-rimmed, 
bloodshot, dark circles?

Hands: Smooth, well-cared- 
for, or rough, red, chapped, 
tc 


etc. 

Posture: Good, or needing im- 
provement? 

Makeup: Does it improve your 
appearance? Is it carefully ap- 
plied, right color, natural look- 
ing? Or should you try a 
change? 

Grooming: Are your legs and 
underarms free of hair? Need 
a manicure? Pedicure? Is your 
hair clean and brushed, eye- 
brows well-shaped or straggly? 
Do you need a deodorant? Do 
you look clean and scrubbbed? 

Expression: Is it alert, pleas- 
ant, interested, or bored? Do 
you look discontented, tired, un- 
happy, etc.? 

Voice: Is it pleasant or harsh 
and rasping; well modulated or 
too high, too low, too loud, too 
soft? And how is your diction? 
Too much intonation or accent, 
whether southern, midwestern, 
Brooklyn or Bronx? Do you talk 


too fast? 
Gestures: Are they graceful 
or jerky? Do you panic at en- 


tering a room? Do you look 
composed or nervous? 

Mannerisms: Are you free of 
them or do you tug. at a lock 
of hair; pull your gloves on 
and off nervously; run your 
hands over your face; blink your 
eyelashes; overwork your eye- 
brows and mouth in conversa- 
tion; use meaningless ejacula- 
tions like “Oh, boy,” “Oh, broth- 
er,” light cigarettes one after 
another or gulp down your 
cocktail too quickly to cover 
your lack of ease? 

Personality: Are you observ- 
ant of things around you? Do 
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you listen well? Can you make 
conversation? Are you inter- 
ested in people?

When climbing stairs, look up, 
hold your back straight and in- 
stead of holding on to the hand 
rail, balance by swinging your 
arms.
